When the day came on which he 
should resign his office to John Adams, 
the great civilian who was to succeed 
him. there was u scene which left no 
one In doubt, not even Washington 
himself, what the people thought of 
the lender they had trusted there 
tw-nty years.

MARYLAND FIRST IN FIELD 


Reeidsnts of Boonsboro. In that fttota, | 

Built Memorial to Oeorge Wash¬ 
ington In 1B27. 

On the summit of Sooth mountain, 
shove Boon shorn, Washington rouoty. 
Maryland, stands an Interesting me¬ 
morial to George Washington, which 
Is. moreover, the first monument ac¬ 
tually erected to hts memory tn this 
country, according to the Youth's Com¬ 
panion. Although work was begun oa 
the monument In Mount Vernon placr. 
Baltimore, tome years earlier that 
shaft was not completed until 1 h*ju, 
bat the one oa South moocUln was 
virtually built In one day, the Fourth 
of July. 1827. 

At 11 o'clock on the morning of that 
day all the people of the little settle¬ 
ment of Bannshnrn— two years later It 
contained only twenty-nine houses— | 
went In a body to th# point thenl 
known as Blue Rocks.* Rome of the I 
men had fought under Washington lo 
the War of the Revolution. Tha re¬ 
sult of the day’s labor was s rnonu-! 
ment built of the stone* found on tlo* 
mountain. It measured fifty-four foet 
In circumference end was raised to 
the height of fifteen feet that day. 
Tradition says that that height was 
Increased to fifty feet lo the n**t few 
daya. 

A central stairway leads to the sum* 
mlt. The outlook Is over thra* coun¬ 
ties ; It Includes part «*f the route of 
Washington's historic trip up th* Po¬ 
tomac, the sceno of the John Itrowa 
tragedy, the Antlefatn battlefield and 
a part of the old National rowd A 
while marble tablet was originally set 
In the aide of the monument, «*> which 
was the Inscription.
